MONTREAL DOCK WORK 

Shippers and Longshoremen Accept- 
ing Board's Award 

Montreal, July IS. — Notice issued 
by the shipping federation to all long- 
shoremen that the shippers wore pre- 
pared to accept the awurd of the board 
of arbitration has met with a good re- 
sponse by the men, who wens asked 
to sign their proposal. Over -100 did 
so yesterday, which is about one third 
of the whole, and by today the ship- 
pers expect to have a good working 
majority, if not more. 

The longshoremen's union lias de- 
clined to accept the award, and has so 
notified the federal authorities, but 
tho fact that so many have signed In 
the first day seems to bear out the 
contentions of the shippers that the 
union docs not control the men as 
much as lias been supposed. 

By the terms of the award the men 
get a bonus of 2 1-U cents an hour, to 
hp paid a! the close of the season. The 
oiijeets of tins is to keep the men on 
till the last ship sails. Then next year 
the' regular 3d cents an hour will be 
effective, which will also he the rate 
this .car for ill those who qualify 
f ir the bonus. Besides the bonus ail 
the longshoremen have already been 
advanced In pay - 1-2 cents an hour 
as a preliminary object to returning 
to work. The shippers last night ex- 
pressed their satisfaction with the 
course of the officers. Even if the 
majority of the men do not sign the 
agreement no trouble is expected this 
year.

Giant Locomotives 
Winnipeg, July 3.— The C. I'. It. has 
decided to construe! fifty giant loco- 
motives exceeding in size any engine 
ever bull! in Canadu heretofore, for 
use on the mountain divisions. They 
will have a drawing pull of -10,11110 
pounds, whereas the er^atest tractive 
effort of tin., present locomotives Is 
31,000 pounds, which w ill move a train 
load of nine hundred Ions. 



There is a bitch regarding the In- 
stallation of wireless telegraphic ap- 
paratus on board the Princess steam- 
ers of the 1.:. P. R. steamship service 
on the Brltsh Columbia coast, and the 
work of placing tho apparatus on the 
steamers Princess J'.oyal, Princess 
May, Princess Beatrice and lllso Vw 
Amur, which was to liavo been com- 
pleted 'before this date.

C. P. It. Company has a contract with 
the Marconi WireltHSS Telegraph Com- 
pany for the installation of Marconi 
apparatus on tile steamers. It was be- 
lieved when the 1 ract was made 

that the government would establish 
Marconi stations on this coast. It is 
one of tile regulations under which 
apparatus is placed on vessels by 
the Marconi Company that no com- 
munication may be held with stations 
other than those of the Marconi Com- 
pany, and as the Canadian government 
has iHocided to establish Shoemaker 
stations on this coast the C. P. P- 
steamers if equipped with Marconi ap- 
paratus, would not be able to enter in- 
to communication. It Is stated also 
that the Catjiosun on which Marconi 
apparatus is being Installed while the 
steamer is on the. ways of the Victoria 
Machinery Depot, will be unable to 
communicate with the government 
stations, unless permission to do so is 
obtained from the Marconi Company. 
The apparatus installed on steamers 
by the Marconi Company remains the 
property of the company and is leased 
to steamships wdth the proviso that 
communication may be maintained 
only with Marconi land stations. 
Whether tho Marconi Company in- 
tends to establish its own land stat- 
ions on this coast lias not been statee. 

A Btorv Is told illustrative ot the 
regulation that Marconi operators ma> 
communicate with Marconi stations on 
laud or ship to tho effect that while 
President Roosevelt was voyaging on 
the Atlantic coast on board the May- 
flower be tried to enter communica- 
tion with the Narragansett lightship, 
on which Marconi apparatus had been 
Installed. 

The operator on the Mayflower sent 
a signal again and again, and ulti- 
mately a message was received n 
which tho operator on the lightship 
said he was very sorry, but the May- 
flower was not equipped with Marconi 
apparatus and therefore he could not 
enter into communication.

Justice Amend decided Unit the ap- 
pointment of a receiver and the grant- 
ing of an injunction would needlessly 
tie up the defendant's operations, with 
no corresponding advantage to Mi. 
Treadwcll, who, tho court holds, would 
he compensated in money damages. 
He says that the charges of misman- 
agement of the corporation has not 
I :,.„ sustained. Treadwcll owned 73 
shares of the capital stock of the Un- 
ited Verde Copper company, and op- 
posed the sale of the property and its 
re-organization.

The Hague, July 3.— The opposition 
to the American proposition before tho 
peace conference on the inviolability 
of private property at sea is increas- 
ing. It mnv seems that Russia and 
France are not even in favor of tho 
Italian amendment, suggesting that 
belligerents be allowed to capturo 
private property at sea, but that such 
property be returned after tho war, 
and owners to be paid Indemnity for 
damages sustained.

Baron Uxkull, a Russian nobleman, 
has been visiting Victoria, his mission 
to raise funds for a seminary at Reval 
for the education of evangelical mis- 
sionaries.

Baron Uxkull, who speaks with a 
decided accent. Is a member of one of 
the most aristocratic families in North- 
western Russia. At the ago of 21 he 
began his military career as an otlicer 
in the Imperial Guard at the Russian 
capital. On one or two occasions he 
had the distinction of commanding the 
bodyguard of the Czar. On leaving 
the army he settled down on the fam- 
ily estates, where scores of the ten- 
ants, poor peasants, underwent con- 
version, having fallen under the in- 
fluence of Swedish Lutheran mission- 
aries. 

The transformation effected among 
the converts had affected him deeply, 
and after being stirred by one of Tol- 
stoi's novels ho was converted in 1800. 

Since then be has devoted his life 
to the cause of the Russian people. 
The baron told how further study of 
the Scriptures bad decided him to ac- 
cept the faith professed by the Bap- 
tists. Now the church had nineteen 
churches in his native province, and 
the outlook for tin- future looked de- 
cidedly encouraging. 

Young men are being sent abroad to 
receive a training for missionary ef- 
fort among the Russian people. It had 
recently been decided, however, that 
(he time was ripe tor establishing a 
seminary l-n Reval, where younf Rus- 
sians could receive the necessary 
education for engaging in the regener- 
ation and uplifting of the masses. 

After visiting Victoria Baron Uxkull 
will proceed to California and then 
journey eastward, dellverr-ne addresses 
in various cities.

Our impression lias been, 
and yot is, that possibly such a very 
satisfactory report would follow such 
a survey that the desired railway 
would come "automatically," to use 
the expression of the Times. In 
other words, in view of the construc- 
tion of the Grand Trunk Pacific, which 
lias not yet been begun in this province, 
the probable plans of the Canadian 
Northern and the other railway pro- 
jects for connection between the At- 
lantic and Pacific, we were under the 
opinion that, if the recommendation 
of the commissioners was promptly 
acted upon, some one or other of these 
railway companies might see that it 
was to their interest to build to Vic- 
toria by way of Seymour Narrows.

direction. But we do not like to lose 
ground already gained. It took a/food 
many years of steady agitation to 
bring matters to such a point that the 
value of railway connection between 
Vancouver Island a'nd Central Canada 
was conceded by an absolutely impar- 
tial commission appointed by the Do- 
minion government, and the Colonist 
would like, if possible, to hold the 
ground thus gained. This is why we 
have not urged the matter more 
strenuously upon Mr. McBride a'nd his 
colleagues, and why In such pressure, 
as. we have endeavored to bring to 
bear upon our representatives in the 
House of Commons and the local 
legislature, we have confined ourselves 
to the necessity of such an inquiry as 
the commission recommended. If we 
felt Justified in accepting the expres- 
sions of the Times as indicative of the 
attitude of the Dominion government 
in this regard, we should at once be- 
gin an agitation to Induce the provin- 
cial government to take the matter up; 
but we decline to believe that the 
Times represents the views of Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier In this respect. Wo de- 
cline to believe that the appointment 
of the Transportation was a meaning- 
less thing. We know on the contrary, 
for we have seen his written state- 
ment to that effect, that Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier looks upon the report of the 
commission in this particular as some- 
thing of great importance. Therefore 
we shall not for the present join in 
any agitation to have the provincial 
government take up a matter of which 
the federal government is already 
seized. Hut we know the Importance 
of prompt action in such enterprises; 
we know the efforts that are being 
put forward by other parts of Canada 
to have their claims recognized; We 
know the limitations of oven the ablest 
men; we know the history of past rail- 
way projects; and knowing these things 
we take the ground that the represen- 
tatives of the constitutencies directly 
interested in this great project must 
bestir themselves very vigorously if 
we are to enjoy the advantages that 
can easily be brought within our reach. 

In the remarks that have just been 
made, as in the many articles that have 
already been printed upon this ques- 
tion in these columns, we have Intend- 
ed no political allusions. The Colon- 
its has only one object in this regard, 
and it is to do what lies in its power 
to secure to Victoria the advantages 
of its unrivalled position. These ad- 
vantages are not as yet appreciated 
by those Interested in great railway 
projects, a'nd they will not be thor- 
oughly appreciated until "a further 
and exhaustive survey" has been made 
of the route to be traversed by the 
proposed railway.

The old Victoria Rice mill.-!, which 
have been Idle for the past ton years, 
notwithstanding thrj fact that tho en- 
terprise received a substantial subsidy 
from the City of Victoria when the 
additional Hour milling plant was made, 
has been Undergoing a very impor- 
tant overhauling by the Mount Royal 
Milling & Manufacturing company, of 
Montreal, who have taken over ' the 
property and have just completed the 
installation of a full complement of 
rice cleaning machinery under the 
superintendence of J. McLorie, of Mon- 
treal, who represents the company 
here. 

The first rim was made this week 
and the grain was cleaned and polish- 
ed in a most satisfactory manner. 
The mills will be In full operation aft- 
er this week and' will treat from fif- 
teen to twenty tons of grain daily and 
as the value of tho finished product 
is $70 to $75 a ton the dally overturn 
represents a very considerabl 
to the city's commerce. 

All the machinery Installed Is entire 
ly new. For the present, only the rlc 
mill will be operated, but later th 
flouring mill, which is well equippei 
with modern machinery, may resume. 

The raw material is being imported 
from Japan, Saigon and Siam and In- 
dian rice of a very high quality ivill 
be brought in as soon as proper trade 
connections can bo made. 

Tho company will find a market for 
Its product as far east as Winnipeg, 
east of that point will be supplied 
from the company's Montreal mills.

"Two weeks have since elapsed and 
though Mr. Sevlrtz, the secretary, has 
reminded him of his promise over the 
telephone a number of times, and also 
by letter, Mr. Bechtel has so far failed 
to keep his word. Mr. Watters on the 
other hand denies ever having made 
the offer. We find that at no time 
had he the power to settle the strike, 
ar.d lie knew that he had no such 
power. 

"Ho must also have known that the 
employers were well acquainted with 
the way the strike was conducted, and 
that he could not hope to lead them to 
believe that ho could settle it. 

"Therefore,, we conclude that it Is 
very Improbable that the offer was 
ever made and suirgest that Mr. Bech- 
tel must have misunderstood some of 
Mr. Watters' remarks.

— No Seizure Made

Tug Pilot Arrives With Over Mil 
Feet of Spruce Logs From 
West Coast Port 



The Japanese sealing schooner Mlye 
Slaru was Lhe vessel seized and after- 
Ward released by the United States 
revenue cutter Perry off the St. Paul 
rookery, according to information re- 
ceived by the Colonist yesterday. The 
Jliye Marti was the vessel which with 
the Taiyo .Marti took part in the fatal 
raid on the Seapandi rookery on St. 
Paul island on June III, of last year. 
The raiders landed with boats during 
the night and killed 200 seals. As day- 
light broke, they were surprised by 
Special Agent Lernbky of the United 
■States government and some guards 
■who fired upon the Japanese, killing 
five and wounding others. Twelve 
were taken prisoners and sentenced to 
three months Imprisonment, which 
was served at Valdez. The raiders 
were brought south and sent back to 
Japan by the United States govern- 
ment. 

That in the present instance the 
schooner was apprehended while In the 
act of making a raid on the rookery 
is apparent, but she was released by 
the United States Steamship Perry, 
whereas the Carlotta G Cox of this 
port, seized by the Rush on the hiffh 
seas with all her boats on board, main- 
hundred miles away from any rookery, 
and while scudding under full sail for 
the Copper island scaling grounds, off 
the Russian rookeries beyond the meri- 
,dian, was seized and sent to Victoria 
for trial. 

The Japanese sealing schooner was 
anchored just outside the three-mile 
limit, and had five boat's crows out 
pulling toward the rookery when the 
■United States Ship Perry poked her 
nose around a corner of the island. 

Tho steamer Homer of the Xorth 
•American Commercial company, lessee 
of the rookeries, which took a cargo 
■ of supplies for the guards on St. Paul 
and St. George Islands, reported on 
arrival at San Francisco, according to 
The San Francisco Call, that: 

"An officer and prize crew from the 
Perry boarded the Japanese schooner, 
•while another officer and crew in the 
Perry's steam cutter chased after the! 
'boats. The Japanese, each of whom 
was armed and provided with six 1 
'rounds of ammunition, surrendered to 
•the government officers and were taken 
on board the schooner. which was 
towed by tho Perry to Unalaska Xo 
seals were found in the small boats 
and only 12 skins on the schooner. As 
the schooner was outside the three- 
mile limit and as no evidence of poach- 
ing In the way of skins was found in 
the boats it was derided to give the 
Japanese another chance before con- 
fiscating the schooner. The oflleors of 
the Perry were morally certain of the 
trespassers' Intention to poach within 
the forbidden limits, but as no skins 
were found In the boats the mikado's 
subjects were sternly warned and then 
released. The schooner was beating 
its way out to spa when the Unmet 
sailer! from Dutch harbor.

MONMOUTH AT HONOLULU. 

Cruiser Carrying Prince Fushimi Puts 
Into Hawaiian Island Port, 

Tho British cruiser Monmouth, 
which sailed from Esquimau on June 
25lh for Yokohama with Prince Fush- 
imi and his suite on board arrived at 
Honolulu on Tuesday, seven days from 
this port. The journey to Honolulu 
was made at the request of the Japan- 
ese prince, who decided to visit his 
nationals who are so numerous in tho 
Hawaiian Islands. Honolulu Is the 
first United States territory touched 
by Prince Fushimi during his journey 
around the world.

Discussing the statement i 
C'ayt. Yardley. the representative of 
tho Marconi Wireless Telegraph Corn- 
pony, that the Canadians-government 
had broken its contracts with tho Mar- 
coni company and had bought appar- 
atus in the United States similar to 
the Marconi apparatus, Cecil Doutrle, 
superintendent of wireless telegrapTis 
for tho Dominion government, said last 
night that the courts were open lo the 
Marconi company if they believed this 
to he the case. Mr. Doutrle said fur- 
ther that the government had not 
broken tiny contract made with the 
Marconi company, had infringed none 
of the Marconi paten Is and had not 
bought Marconi apparatus. As to the 
similarity, all wireless telegraph ap- 
paratus were much the same. Thfit 
bought by the Canadian government 
was the Shoemaker apparatus, manu- 
factured by the Shoemaker Company 
of New York, which has sold Its ap- 
paratus to the United States navy and 
caml nation I army and to many merchant steamship 
coin panics. 

Mr. Doutrie said that although the 
stations to be placed In British Colum- 
bia would be the first of the Shoe- 
maker stations in Canada this system 
of wireless telegraphs was used "reat- 
ly in the United states, havl-ng been 
shown to he superior to other systems 
after an exhaustive scries ot tests. 
The Canadian government had investi- 
gated the system thoroughly and only 
after the most thorough tests had de- 
cided to adopt it. The apparatus of 
each was more or less the same, the 
Telefunken, Slaby-Aree, Marconi, 
Lodge-Mulrhead, Do Forrest, Shoe- 
maker and others differing only I-n de- 
tail. 

The Marconi company had no con- 
tract with the Canadian government 
for any station on tho Pacllic coast. 
Mr. Doutrle added, and if the repre- 
sentative of tlie company thought so. 
lie was i'li error. Tho contracts made 
with the .Marconi company by the 
Canadian government applied only to 
the stations established on the Atlan- 
tic coast. 

Mr. Doutrie yesterday investigated 
several sites for the Victoria station 
of the government system, and has 
selected three from which he will make 
a final selection for tho mala British 
Columbia station, which is to be' estab- 
lished here. At Vancouver the station 
will be at Point Ores', and the station 
to be placed at Cape Lazo will com- 
municate with this station. H Is the 
intention ultimately to establish others, 
in fact to build a siring of stations 
on the coast to Prince Rupert. For 
tho present steamers in the northern 
British Columbia and Skagway service 
will communicate with the Cape Lazo 
station, which will relay messages to 
Vancouver and beyond. The station 
to he constructed at Pachena Point in 
connection with the new lighthouse 
there wdll connect with steamers in the 
North Pacific and relay the messages 
to the Victoria station. Another sta- 
tion will be established In connection 
with the Estevan Point lightouso to be 
built toward the close of this summer 
or early next year. Ultimately two 
other stations will be established on 
the West Coast of Vancouver Island, 
at Capo Cook and Triangle Island, the 
most northwesterly of the group of 
Islands in the Scott archipelago off the 
| northwest extreme of the Vancouver 
I Island coast.

Insufficient for the purpose. 
While several of them will ho able to 
change their premises so as to comply 
with the bylaw there are. others who 
cannot do so. These will be compelled 
to secure distinct and separate stores. 
Owing to the fact that there are no 
stores available they will be unable to 
comply with tho regulations before the 
day for the renewal of licenses.

With the exception of Fell's 
grocery, where there Is plenty of space 
to make the change, the other two the 
West End and Saunders will probably 
havo to obtain additional store room. 

Mayor Morley stated to tho Colonist 
that there was no intention of dealing 
harshly with those dealers who show a 
disposition to comply with the law. 
This the majority of tho retail liquor 
dealers are doing. Many have already 
carried out tlie necessary changes, 
while the others arc in nearly all 
cases, rushing the work.

We have In- 
vestigated this matter quite thon ugli- 
ly, and find out that no one seems to 
be aide to build boilers lor Hritish 
Columbia requirements with- any sur- 
ety of being a. ,, ptod. owing as before 
noted, to the extremely rl^ld require- 
ments of your laws, and tho very strict 
interpretation thai your Inspectors 
put on them. It appears thai every- 
body, even your local builders, are 
complaining quite bitterly about tho 
handicap that is placed on tho ma- 
chinery equipment for British Colum- 
bia, and would like to know If some 
action could not bo taken about bring- 
ing down to a normal and reasonable 
■basis." 

1 Charles J. V. Spratt, manager of the 
(Victoria. Machinery Depot Company, 
discussing the matter with a reporter 
for the Colonist said: "All hollers lo- 
cally mare or sold in British Colum- 
bia must meet llto requirements of tho 
British Columbia Inspection act and 
there Is no favoritism shown by the 
inspectors; the fact Is not unreasonable 
In the interest of public safety, and 
uny manufacturer Interested In this 
market can easly secure a copy for th 
asking, ttad can easily build boilers in 
conformity thereto." 

Another manufacturer said: "Boilers 
Snnrto locally are made under th,. Brit- 
ish Columbia Inspection act and all 
manufacturers know that the act must 
,1)0 compiled with so they all build 
boilers according to Its specif ten lions, 
Which are not at all unreasonable or
